The  Maroa  Community  High  School  District  was  organized  in 
June  1920.  For  the  ten  years  high  school  facilities  were  rented 
from  the  City  School.  At  the  end  of  this  time,  the  enrollment  had 
outgrown  the  old  building  and  it  became  necessary  to  ask  the 
voters  to  build  a  new  building.  The  Board  of  Education  was 
authorized  to  issue  bonds  to  build  at  an  election  held  on  March 
22,  1930.  The  members  of  the  Board  at  this  time  were,  D.M. 
Dewhirst,  President;  W.C.  McGuire,  Secretary;  H.E.  Gray;  Calvin 
Query;  and  Dr.  A.C.  Ammann.  Ground  was  broken  for  the  new 
building  in  July,  the  corner  stone  was  laid  September  19,  1930, 
and  the  building  formally  dedicated  by  Hon.  Francis  G.  Blair, 
State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  April  24,  1931.  The 
school  was  occupied  however,  in  March.  The  class  of  1931  was 
the  first  to  graduate  from  it. 

The  architect  was  Charles  Harris,  and  the  contractor  was 
George  A.  Moeller  of  Decatur,  Illinois

Chris  Canning,  one  of  our  fellow  classmates,  died  of  an  accidental  death  the  summer  before 
his  sophomore  year.  Chris  was  a  young  man  who  had  accomplished  much  in  a  short  time.  He 
changed  and  touched  the  lives  of  many  in  more  ways  than,  perhaps,  we  shall  ever  know. 

Christopher  was  involved  in  many  sports  in  and  out  of  school.  In  sixth  and  eighth  grade  he 
played  football  on  both  offense  and  defense.  His  coaches  said  he  had  a  “nose  for  the  bair 
Chris  also  played  basketball  and  baseball.  He  loved  to  play  not  just  to  win  but  for  the  fun  and 
challenge  of  the  game. 

Outside  of  school  he  participated  Taekwondo.  He  earned  his  first-degree  black  belt  in  only 
three  years!  He  was  a  multi-State  and  National  Champion,  a  member  of  the  U.S.  elite  team  at 
the  Olympic  Training  Center  and  an  AAU  “All  American”.  When  he  medalled  in  competition  he 
always  removed  the  medal  from  around  his  neck  after  leaving  the  podium  and  immediately 
put  it  away  in  his  gym  bag.  as  not  to  show  off  to  those  who  had  not  done  as  well.  These  and 
his  many  other  accomplishments  earn  him  the  right  to  have  a  Taekwondo  award  named  in  his 
honor,  the  “Chris  Canning  Award  of  Excellence” 

When  Chris  put  his  mind  to  something,  he  usually  excelled  in  it.  Aside  from  his  athletic  accom¬ 
plishments  he  also  made  honor  roll  consistently,  played  classical  piano,  played  drums  in  the 
school  band,  and  taught  himself  how  to  play  the  acoustic  guitar.

One  of  Chris’s  favorite  things  to  do  was  to  help  those  less  fortunate  than  himself.  He  shoveled 
driveways  for  elderly  people,  collected  coats  and  food  for  the  homeless,  delivered  meals  on 
wheels  with  his  mom  and  best  friend,  and  helped  at  his  grandparents’  animal  shelter. 

He  was  a  family  oriented  guy  and  a  loyal  friend.  Each  night  he  would  call  his  grandparents 
and  ask  if  they  needed  anything  before  he  went  to  bed.  After  calling  he  would  ask  his  parents 
the  same  question  before  saying  good  night.  No  matter  what  he  always  made  sure  he  told  his 
whole  family  that  he  loved  them. 

More  than  any  of  these  talents  and  achievements,  Chris  is  prized  for  his  compassion,  his 
loving  heart,  and  his  sense  of  fair  play  and  of  course  his  ability  to  make  us  laugh.  While  Chris 
was  a  mischief-maker  at  some  times,  he  was  much  more  than  that.  Chris  was  a  confirmed 
Lutheran  who  believed  in  Christ  as  his  savior,  so  although  his  friends  all  miss  him  very  much, 
they  know  he  is  in  heaven  with  God.
